This claim against the Government of Cuba, under Title V of the

International Claims Settlement Act of 1949~ as amended~ .was presented

by COMPANIA GANADERA BECERRA~ S.A.j based upon the asserted ovnership

arid loss of land# improvements~ livestock and other personalty said

to have been taken by the ~overnment of Cuba.

Under Section 50~ of the International Claims Settlement Act of

1949, as amended (64 Stat. 12~ 69 Stat. 562; 72 Stat. 527; 78 Stat.

lllO; 79 Star. 988) the Commission is given jurisdiction over claims

of nationals of the United States against the Government of Cuba.

That section provides that the Commission shall receive and determine

in accordance ~ith applicable substantive la~., including international

la~ the amount and validity of claims by nationals of the United

States against the Government of Cuba arising since January l, 1959

for

(a) . . ¯ losses resulting from the nationalization,
. expropriation~ intervention or other taking of~ or
special measures directed against~ property including
any rights or interests therein owned.~holly or
partially~ directly .or indirectly at the time by
nationals of the United States~ . . -.



Section 504 of the Act providess as to Ownership of Claimss that

(a~) A claim sh~ll not be considered under section 503(a)
~of t~is title unless the property’on which the claim ~as
based was ~ued ~holly or partially, directly or indirectly
by a national of the United States on the d~te of the loss
and if considered shall be considered only to the e~tent
the claim has been held by one or more nationals of the
United States continuously thereafter until the date of
filing with the Commission.

Section 502(1) of the Act defines the term "national of the United

States" as . . . "~B) a corporation or other legal entity which is

organized under the laws of the United States, or of any States the

District of Columbia, or the Commonwealth of Puerto Ricos if natural

persons who are citizens of the United States own, directly or indirectlys

~50 per centum or more of the outstanding capital st~ck or other bene-

ficial interest of such corporation or entity ....

According to ~the Statement of Claims prepared on December

1961, by John M. Gonzales~ then a Vice President of the claimant

corporations COMPANI~ GANADERA BECERRA~ S~.~ is-a corporation in-

corporated under the laws of the Republic of Cuba on April l, 1952.

This Statement of Claim has been incorporated by reference into the! -
" claim filed ~ith the Commission on M~y 3s 1966, which ~as signed by

Michael J. ~P. Malones as President of COMPANIA GANADERA BECERRA~ S.A.s

and which bears the company seal reading "Compania Ganadera Becerra~

S.A. - Habana, 195~."

From the foregoing~ it is clear that the property upon ~hich this

claim is based ~s not owned by a corporation which qualifies as a

national of the United States in that it was not organized under the

laws of the United States, or of any~States the District of Columbia~

or the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico as is required under the provisions

of section ~O~(1)(B) of Tit~e V of the Act.

Inasmuch as the claimant corporation was not organized under the

la~s of the United States, or of any State, the District of Columbia~

or the Commonwealth~ of Puerto~Rico3 the Commission finds that the claim

is not a claim of a n~tional of the United States as defined in

Section 502(1)(B) Of the Act3 and it is accordingly denied.

The Commission deems it unnecessary to make other determinations

with respect to this claim.
